It  may  pass  a  deprecatory 
resolution  on  the  Italian  attitude,  but  that  will 
be  all.  The  most  that  can  be  expected  from  the 
League  in  the  immediate  fufjire  in  respect,  to  the 
Italo-Ethiopian  affair  i.s  to  prevent  other  nations 
becoming  Involved.

They  say  that  Socialism  as  a  political 
system  iddresses  itself  to  sentiments  and  eapgel-

and  advantage  of  ,soclety  as  a  whole    Sociali.st.s  ', 
pledge  themselves  to  achieve  this  result  and  say  Victoria 
that  their  system  would  be  a  failure  If  thfy  did  ' 
not  achieve  It.  In  .short,  religion  .say,'?  that  the  """" 
Injustices  of  the  social  order  are  due  to  the  way- 
wardnew  and  wrong-doing  of  the  individual; 
whereas  Socialism  afTirms  that  a  proper  code  of 
laws  on  the  statute  book,  administered  of  course 
by  Socialists^  would  not  only  correct  these  abuses 
but  also  change  the  inner  lives  of  men. 

It  is  generally  agreed  that  a  man'.s  u.sefulne.ss 
ftnd  happiness  as  a  member  of  society,  his  gen- 
eral efficiency  In  fact.

The  body  of  the  child  has  inherent 
capacities  for  defence,  but  the  par- 
ticular defensive  force.s  which  aie 
used  to  meet  the  attack  of  any  One 
kind  of  dL^ea.se  germs  are  not  pro- 
duces until  the  body  Is  stimulated 
to  do  so  by  the  presence  of  these 
same  germs  in  the  body. 

This  would  be  all  very  well,  but 
only  too  often  the  attack  of  the 
dLsea.se  germ.s  is  .so  severe  that  the 
bodv  IS  o\erw  helmed  before  it  has 
unie  to  develop  the  strength  of  its 
defensive  forces.  Nature  does  suc- 
ceed In  building  up  protection  or 
immunity,  but  thei  price  is  much 
suffering,  a  great  deal  of  permanent 
phy.siral  d.imiwe  ai.d  many  deaths. 

Nature  devUed  as  a  protective 
process  the  development  of  immu- 
nity by  the  production  of  protective 
substances  In  the  bOdy.  Science 
has  sought  to  secure  Immunity  by 
stimulating  the  production  of  pro- 
tective ^ub^tJlIl^(^s  and  con.wqiKnt 
Immunity,  while  avoiding  the  risk 
to  lif(>  involved  in  Nature's  process. 

The  aim  of  preventive  medicine 
is  to  buUd  up  the  undevek^  pro- 
tective forces  of  the  body  before 
the  body  is  attacked;  then,  if  dis- 
ease germs  dr>  gain  entrance  to  the 
body,  they  will  be  dLsarmed  at  once 
and  no  harm  will  result. 

Diphtheria  immunization  means 
thst,  br'the  injections  of  diphtheria 
toxoid,  a  harmless  substance,  the 
body  Is  stimulated  to  produce  and 
keep  on  hand  a  quantity  of  diph- 
theria antitoxin.  Diphtheria  germs 
do  their  damage  by  the  toxin  or 
poison  which  they  produce  In  the 
body.  This  toxlh  U  neuttaUaed  by 
antitoxin,  and  the  body  which  eoiio 
taliu  diphtheria  antitoxin  Is  pro- 
tected or  immune  a^  far  a.s  the  dis- 
ease, diiihtherla,  is  concerned. 

What  science  has  done  is  to  use 
nature's  way  while  removing  the 
dangers  which  were  associated  with 
the  process  when  it  was  left,  to  na- 
ture. Again,  man  ha.s.  in  the  use 
of  his  intelligence,  rome  to  under- 
stand the  laws  of  n.ituri-  niui  then, 
building  upon  this  knowledge,  ha; 
been  able  to  fight,  with  success, 
such  a  perautcnt  «nd  drsaded  foe 
as  diphtheria.
